WASHINGTON, March 3. 
AIR and cooler weather for 
inauguration day in 
Washington is predicted 
by the official forecaster. The 
temperature at 11 o’clock this 
morning was 43. Showers are 
predicted for this afternoon, with 





clearing and cooler tonight. 








WASHINGTON, March —"Fair 
weather inauguration’ is the message 
flashed. by the Weather Bureau today. 
Inauguration day will be somewhat c_ol- 
ér than the jocal thermometers have 


registered for several days past and ‘the 
mercury ig expected to fall to between 
8 and 40 degrees. 

The storm which. originated in the 
West and swept this way with accom- 
panying rain, was reflected in the con- 
dition here for cool, misty weather, with 
occasional drizzle, greeted arrivals to- 
day. 

Pennsylvania avenue bore a martial 
appearance all day. Troops and organi- 
zation in mingled colors and bedecked 
with flags to the accompaniment here 
and there of patriotic airs marched and 
thousands of spectators tramped the 
streets and sidewalks. The new termi-. 
nal station was aimost a solid jam. 
The great»cdncourse there was filled 
with the arriving hosts and their wel- 
coming friends. Long lines were formed 
at each station gate, and the in-pouring 
army had to run the gauntlet in the 
forced passageway formed through the 
crowd from gateway to exit. 

Weather Is Freakish. | 
Trains as regulars, trains as specials, 
trains as extras, trains of many sec- 
tions running on the same schedule, 
extra cars, every .possible facility, 
brought the crowds into Washington. 
There were many distinguished visitors 
among the arrivals and military organ- 
izations and civic bodies were constant- 


jly’ coming in. 


The most freakish weather in Wash- 
ington:for a number of years developed 
during the day. About 1 o’clock this 
afternoon, following hours of mist and 
drizzle, the towering clouds darkened 
the city and lights began gleaming in 
the downtown district. Soon all the 
stores and offices were alight. There 
was a heavy downpour of rain and then 
followed intermittent sunshine and low- 
ering clouds. 

Men who have been 60 years at the 
White House have no recollection of 
scenes such as were witnessed there to- 
day in the closing hours:of President 
Roosevelt’s administration. It was un- 
precedented in many ways but chiefly 
in the hundreds of persons who called 
to exchange farewell words ‘with the re- 
tiring Chief Executive. Although no 
exact count of the number of visitors 
was kept, it is estimated that between 
1 a. m. to 2 p. m. there were at least 
2500 of them. 


Reosevelt’s Busy Day. 
The President stood the test with the 
hardihood and joyousness that made 
his greetings to every man or woman 
more pleasant than usual. During all 
this time he stopped at intervais to 
sign bills coming in from Congress or 
to attach his name to. photographs 
brought to. him. 
The President signed the District of 
Columbia, the fortifications and the 
army and navy appropriations bills. 
The latter’ bill contained the provision 
designed to restore the marines to the 
ships of the navy, from which they were 
taken by order of President Roose- 
velit. : 
Every Cabinet officer in the city went 
to the White House during the day 
with the heads of the bureaus and the 
principal officials of their departments. 
The time-honored inaugural parade, 
which a greater number will be enabled 
to witness, is claiming wore interest 
than the inauguration ceremonies. The

The preliminary cracking and grinding 
of a building wrecked by the wind 


roused Mrs. Samuel Wolff from sleep 
in her home on the second floor of 411 
South Twelfth street at 4 a. m. Wednes- 
day and enabled her to give warning 
in time for her husband and seven chil- 
dren to aaye before the structure tum- 
bled in. ‘ 

The building was an old. two-story 
brick affair. The lower floor was used 
as a warehouse and office by A. Wolf, 


| the owner, who conducts a junk shop. 


Samuel Wolff, a cousin of the owner, 
with his. family, occupied the five ‘up- 
stairs rooms. 

The wind was blowing 36 miles an 
hour eand loose pieces of timber. on the 
building were rattling to such an ex- 
tent that Mrs. Woifr slept lightly. Sud- 
denly, amid the tumult of the wind, she 
heard a new and ominous sound, that 
of timbers and bricks grinding against 
each other. ° 

Family Filed in Darkness. 
She shouted to her husband and‘ called 


ithe children. They are Mrs: Sarah Gold- 


stein, 20; Lizzie, 17; John, 15; Joseph, 
13; Frank, 9; Jacob, 7; and a 15 months’ 
old baby. Mrs. Wolff took the baby in 
her arms and the whole family fled 
without even stopping to pick up cloth- 
ing. 

The passage tothe street was. down 
& narrow stairway alongside the office. 
The family’ ran into the middle of the 
street, Wolff urging them to get far 
away from the building. 

Just as they reached a point of gafety 
the west wall caved in, sending up a 


‘cloud of Gust and creating a tremen- 


dous racket. The masses of brick from 
this entire wall and the ends of the two 
side walls crushed tye upper floor amd 
fell through the first floor into the 
basement, which was choked with 
debris. ' 

The Wolffs, horrified, saw what a 
moment before had been their home 
now a mass of wreckage enveloped in a 
haze of dust. Half a minute later and 
they would have been crushed by the 
tons of brick.

. | Brassfield Says Employes 
Should Not Be Paid When 
Not Working.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 3.—Brass- 
field, Republican, introduced a resolu- 
tion today requiring all heads of de- 
partments in the house to have a roll 
call of the clerks morning and after- 
noon, with power to dismiss clerks who 
do not answer roll.- He said there 
were clerks who were not performing 
their duty, and there was a desire to rid 
the force of them. 

A record is also to be kept, under the 
resolution, of the days served by clerks 
who are cnly to be paid for such days 
as they serve and not daily as hereto- 
fore whether they work or not. 

‘The fact is,’ said Brassfield, “‘there 
are clerks here who have drawn many 
dollars from the State who never ren- 
dered any service whatever. There are 
wives and daughters of members on the 
roll who do nothing, but who are being 


paid. I want to go on record to put a} 


stop to it.” 
Cook Says It Is Usual. 


Cook, Democrat, said this condition 
was not unusual. 

“If the clerks are up with their work,’ 
he said, “‘they should not be compelled 
to answer a roll call. It is not en- 
forced against the members of the 
House.” :

Resolved, further, That no «mplove 
shall be allowed to draw pay who 
does not comply with the provisions 
of this resolution. 

The resolution produced instantaneous 
results. Probably 50 women clerks who 
were seated in the gallery and at the 
side of various members hurried from 
the House chamber to the legislative 
workshops. Only three feminine faces 
were visible thereafter during the en- 
tire morning session of the House. 


Clerks Put to Work. 


Fifty clerks who have not been work- 
ing actually reported at ‘the Capitol 
Building today and after being mildly 
scolded were put to work. 

Fearing the consequences of an inves- 
tigation, the clerks, or private secreta- 
ries as they are called, have suddenly 
become numerous and active in the va- 
rious legislative departments. The great 
army of enrolling clerks fs still waiting 
on the Legislature. As no Dill has 
passed both branches of the Assembly, 
the forty “enrollers’’ must remain idle, 
although each of them has been paid 
$3.50 a day regularly since Jan. 6. 


Facts Are Concealed. 


Although every Democratic Senator 
under the resolution of the Democratic 
Senate is entitled to six clerks, several 
leaders are understood to have caused 
the selection of a dozen apiece. Owing 
to the attitude of the Senate officials it 
has been impossible to obtain complete 
information regaeding the Senate cleri- 
cal force.

ANOT HER COMMISSION DEVICE. 

A State Tax Com on is the latest device of 
the legislative ingenuity to shift tax duties and 
responsibility from elected to appointed officers. 
The commission, which is provided for in a bili 
introduced in the State Senate by Senator Eads, 
is to supersede the Board of Equalization in 
equalizing and adjusting taxation. 

The Post-Dispatch is not opposed in principle 
to commissions. They frequently serve useful 
purposes and are valuable for work which re- 
quires continuous well-informed or expert atten- 
tion. But we can easily have too many of them. 
They are not available for the work of courts or 
legislatures or executive and administrative of- 
ficers where direct responsibility to the people is 
either necessary or desirable. In the face of the 
multiplication of commissions we can sympathize 
with the,humorous protest of Sidney Smith dur- 
ing the Melbourne administration, when numer- 
ous commissions were created and packed with 
briefless barristers and idle friends of ministers. 
Sidney Smith said whenever he was introduced to 
a Whig he wondered, not whether he belonged to 
a commission—that was a foregone conclusion-— 
but what department of human activity he was 
charged with investigating and supervising. 

Under the stimulating example and influence of 
President Roosevelt the phase of human life or 
industry which escapes the prying eyes and guid- 
ins hands of the commissioner is rare indeed.

fatalities testify. The three trucks on the west 
side were merely raised to cool off the men on the 
threé lines on the top floor. If the Captain will tell 
the truth, I think he will admit that he learned 
something while he was here. Perhaps he will ad- 
mit that by running the reel ahead of the engine we 
get water about one minute faster than they do in 
New York. Our reels are in on a fire, lead off, get 
the line broke and the pipe on while the engine is 
coming and the connection to the piug is being made.

One of these was to make the crossing at 
Rutger street, three blocks south of Chouteau ave- 
nue, and describing the arc of a circle would land 
the -western vehicle and pedestrian approach at the 
east side of Fourth street, about 112 feet south of 
Chouteau avenue, while the railroad tracks would 
go above and across Fourth street, Broadway, Sixth 
street, Seventh street and Eighth street to reach the 
surface between Eighth and Ninth, south of Gratiot 
street. Another was to have the bridge across the 
river at, say, Plum or Poplar streets, afid land the 
vehicle and pedestrian approach on the east side of 
Fourth street, just south of Poplar _ street, 
or just south of Valentine, while the raii- 
road elevated structure would run parallel to and 
south of the elevated tracks at the Merchants’ 
Bridge Terminal Railway Co. to west of Seventh 
street. Another was to have the bridge cross be- 
tween Chouteau avenue and Lombard street, chrry- 
ing the railroad tracks through about the middle of 
the blocks to land at Eighth street, while the ve- 
hicle and pedestrian approach describing the arc of 
a circle, would land on the east side of Main street 
south of Valentine. Wherever the bridge may be 
located, railroad tracks diverging from the bridge 
north and south from about the east line of the 
wharf would open up the entire district ona of 


Fourth street for railroad terminals.

An Exhibition of Artists Reviewed 
for the Post-Dispatch.

A small group of St. Louls artists, 
who, for want of a name, call them- 
selves the “2x4,’’ have placed their third 
annual*exhibition in the gallery of the 
St. Louis Artists’ Guild at Union boule- 
vard and Von Versen avenue. Those 
who visit the exhibition will find it a 
most restful experience to thus turn 
from the noisy highway of our material 
progress and spend a few moments in 
this quiet little gallery hung with the 
recent production of those among us 
who dream dreams and then tell them 
to us by means of the brush, the model- 
ing tocl and the craftsman’s hammer. 
‘Isn't this beautiful?’’ said a lady last 
Saturday evening as she entered the 
room with other first arrivals at the 
opening of the exhibition. Continuing, 
she said: “It is time St. Louisans awoke 
to the fact that they have artists among 
them.”’ 

John La Farge, the eminent painter, 
has said that ‘“‘To praise som men is a 
benediction to the speaker,’’ and it 
seemed as though ‘this visitor felt the 
blessing due to the impulsive expres- 
sion of her admiration of good work. 
One certainly cannot but feel the 
charm of color and arrangement as one 
enters the exhibition; and this is due 
not only te the painting and other works 
of art, put also to the quiet harmony of 
the little galiery in which they are dis- 
played, and some credit should be given 
both to the man who arranged the 
hanging and to the architect who de- 
signed the building. 

The exhibition is a distinctly home 
product. Not only are the exhibitors 
our fellow citizens, but the subjects of 
the paintings are taken almost ex- 
clusively from our city and its str- 
rouadings.
